Coal Mines For Politicians. 


The session before last of Par- 
liament was notable for the revel- 
ations that were made touching 
the distribution of public prop- 
erty, in the ehape of timber lands, 
grazing lands, and agricultural 
jands, among politicians, says 
the Mail and Empire. Last 
session we learned something 
about the administration of coal 
lands. It appears from the speech 
delivered by Dr. Roche, the able 
member for Marquette, that the 
fuel of the country, which is as 
much necessary to life as light, 
or water, or air, is being allotted 
to the men who are useful to the 
Ottawa Government. 

Lieut.-Gov. Bulyea,of Alberta, 
has been granted one coal mine 
since his appointment to the 
gubernatorial office. This poli- 
tician was a colleague of Mr. 
Haultain in the Government of 
the North-West Territories. When 
the Coercion Bill was introduced, 
Mr. Bulyea, who had hitherto 
been opposed to the scheme,made 
a swift turn, and came out in 
favor of it, deserting his friend, 
Mr. Haultain, with whom he had 
previously worked. His reward 
was the Governorship, and now it 
appears that a coal mine has been 
thrown in. Mr. Bulyea’s chief 
adviser, Mr. Rutherford, has also 
acquired a coal mine. He con- 
trols the election machinery in 
Alberta, and can exert himself 
on behalf of the Ottawa men, if 
so disposed. Senator Watson, a 
member of the old Greenway 
Government, has been similarly 
favored. This politician is an 
energetic party worker, despite 
the fact that he is in the Upper 
House and is supposed to be im- 
partial. Mr. D. C. Cameron, for- 
merly representative of Rainy 
River in the Ontario House, 
exervises influence in his disirict, 
and is the grantee of another coal 
mine, while Mr. A. L. Sifton, 
brother of Clifford of that ilk, has 
also been placed upon the list as 
a coal mine owner. Mr. A. L. 
Sifton is now a judge. Presum- 
ably Clifford gave him the coal 
mine before he was elevated to 
the bench. It is not easy to 
assume that a judge would go 
into coal mining, although a pol- 
itician not expecting to be elee 
vated to the bench might take up 
the coal business as a side issue. 
The goal mine disclosures are in 
harmony with the discoveries of 
last session in relation to other 
matters. It was then learned that 
Mr. Sifton’s brother-in-law, Mr. 
Burrows, now a member of Par- 
liament, had gobbled up 478 
square miles, or 305,920 acres, of 
timber limits, some of them con- 
ceded after his election to Parlia- 
ment. This politician stands 
between the settler and his lum- 
ber supply, just as the coal men 
are to stand between the settler 
and his fuel. It was also found 
that Mr. A. J. Adamson, a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Turriff, 
formerly Land Commissioner 
under Mr. Sifton, both of them 
members of Parliament, had 
secured the Saskatchewan Valley 
land at $1 an acre, which was 
afterwards sold to settlers at from 
$8 to $10 an acre, thus giving to 
politicians a profit of a million 
and three-quarters, which ought 
either to have gone into the 
Treasury or to have been left 
with the people. It was further 
learned that grazing leases had 
been granted on special terms to 
politicians, and among these 
grants was one to Mr. Adamson, 
M. P., and to the sister and tke 
cousin of Mr. Turriff, M. P. 

The last revelation made dur- 
ing the Parliamentary recess dis- 
closed the facet that other pol- 
iticians have made $850,000 out of 
an irrigation and grazing con- 
cession turned over to them by 
the present Minister of the Inter- 
ior, at the very moment when 
Parliament was discussing the 
roguery that is practised in the 
administration of the public 
property. The policy of the pre- 
sent Government in regard to 
lands is that of administration in 
such a way as to make the people 
contribute to the fortunes of 
politicians. Men go into politics 
poor, and in a few years they are 
millionaires and members of 
Parliament. The country will yet 
have to compel these persons to 
disgorge.

Our Misspent Millions. 


The News has from tima to 
time drawn attention to the small 
amount of provincial funds de- 
voted to purely agricultural pur- 
poses in the Province of Alberta, 
an amount which is insignificant 
when compared with the large 
sums devoted to other purposes. 
The Farmers’ Advocate, of Win- 
nipeg, a purely agricultural and 
stock journal, with government 
leanings, has this to say of Dom- 
inion expenditure for agricultural 
purposes, under the above head- 
ing: : 

It will have been noticed that 
the appropriations for the work 
of the Dominion department of 
agriculture amounted to some- 
thing over one million dollars, 
including an item of $200,000 for 
exhibition purposes and $300,000 
for the health of animal’s branch, 
also $120,000 for the administra- 
tion of the meat and canned foods 
act. We suppose it does not 
make any particular difference 
which department expenditures 
of public money are listed under, 
but the’$620,000 voted for exhi- 
bitions and tne preservation of 
the health of animals and humans 
should not be understood as an 
appropriation for constructive 
work in fostering agriculture, ex- 
cept that of the $200,000 devoted 
to exhibitions, probably one-third 
goes to Canadian exhibition while 
the balance is used to advertise 
Canada’s resources in British and 
foreign countries. The expendi- 
tures for the actual constructive 
fostering of agriculture may be 
said to amount to about half a 
million, and may be divided un- 
der the following heads: Experi- 
mental farms $145,000, dairying, 
fruit and cold storage branches 
$125,000, ‘seed branch $68,000, 
hive-stock branvh $65,000, and 
about $75,000 of the exhibition 
appropriation. 

Without going into a discussion 
as to whether or not governments 
should foster individual industries 
such as agriculture, railroading, 
steel manufacturing, lumbering, 
eto., it is interesting to notice the 
difference between what we spend 
on our militia, and what we use 
to make our greatest of all indus- 
tries still more important and 
capable of supporting in better 
condition a jarger number of our 
population. The appropriation 
for militia purposes approximates 
$6,000,000. This and a large part 
of the hundred odd milliun dollars 


which we expend. upon different| 


public works, bounties, subsidies, 
etc., is contributed indirectly by 
the people: of whom the rural 
el Nabari the larger part. Is 
public sentiment in favor of such 
a distribution of government 
money? If so, the government 
need not be advised differently, 
but if not, our politicians should 
be given an opportunity to know 
what the public thinks. Is it not 
reasonable that we should expend 
more of the public money upon 
the industry that contributes :so 
largely to the production of food 
and life, than upon a social orga- 
nization whose object is to destroy 
life and property ?

A Woman's Plan to Help American 
Students at the Conservatories. 
Mie. Tekla Planel of Paris and her 
husband, M. Loufs Planel, both noted 
musical artists In this country, have 
arrived in New York city. Mme. 
Planel 1s about to put in operation a 
plan to assist American girls who are 
niusical students at the French con- 
servatories.

She comes specially commissioned 
by the French government on this mis- 
sion, and she and her husband are 
further intrusted with the plan to fa- 
miliurize Americans with the music of 
the French composers, those outside 
of Massenet and Saint-Saens being 
coniparatively unknown. 

Mme. Planel, who originated the 
idea of giving recitations to a musical 
accompaniment, became interested 
some years ago in the score of music 
students in Paris who, after obtaining 
a musical education, were thrown upon 
thelr own resources without having 


‘had an opportunity of showing what 


they could do. Consequently in 1903 
she organized these girls {nto L’Union 
Artistique de Femme I‘rancess. This 
included an orchestra of ninety pieces, 
in which all the instruments were piay- 
ed by women. 

According to Mme. Planel, 
proved tremendously successful. 

“In this way every girl who has tal- 
ent, or thinks she has, can bave the 
opportunity of showing what she can 
do Ip practice.” sald Mme.

How to Cover a Bridge Table. 

It fs said that the etiquette of bridge 
must be as strictly adhered to as must 
the very rules themselves, and one of 
the most important etiquette laws is 
that the table at which the game is 
pluyed shall be of correct height and 
size and In perfect keeping with the 
furnishings of the room. No longer 
is the cheap wooden table with its dull 
felt cover permissible, but fortunately 
fn attractive bridge table is an easy 
matter to make at home, and to have 
the card table in keeping with the style 
of room there need be no added ex- 
pense to be considered. 

The newest bridge tables are less than 
a yard square and made of the light- 
est pine wood, so as to be easily porta- 
ble. A square yard of material will 
therefore cover the table completely, 
and this cover may be either brocade, 
heavy corded silk, panne velvet, tap- 
estry, chintz or felt of a shade corre- 
sponding to the color scheme of the 
foum, flor a country house a bright 


French chintz 1s attractive, while a 
good piece of tapestry is smart for 
library or den. Brocade for a hand 
some French period room is most fre 
quently made use of, while panne vel- 
vet in soft shades of green, pink and 
blue is often used and makes a de 
Hghtfully soft cover and one that is 
excellent to play on. The felt is still 
preferred by numbers of card enthu- 
siasts, but the light colors are now 
generally preferred, although with a 
dark background it is unquestionably 
easier to distinguish the cards one 
from another. 

To put on the cover Is an easy mat: 
ter. The material Is first stretched 
tightly over the table and then cut so 
4s to leave about an inch beyond what 
8 necessary to turn In to prevent fray- 
ing. The brocade, felt or whatever the 
material chances to be is then nailed to 
the wooden rim with large thumb 
tacks or brass headed nails, or if de 
sired the material may be drawn down 
underneath the edge of the table and 
fastened there witb small tacks, 


Proper Use of Cold Cream.

Oliver use every effort at his com- 
mand to prevent the opposition 
from getting at the original docu- 
ments bearing upon the tender- 
ing for timber leases? He must 
have known, if he knew anything 
at ali, that the papera breught 
down in the returng were not true 
copies of the documents on file. 
He must have known, if he knew 
anything at all, that here was a 
studied attempt to deceive the 
‘public. There, again, is the 
story of the report of the Battle- 
ford agent complaining of the 
fake homesteading, and there is 
his reprehensible defence of' the 
sale of Indian lands in Algoma. 
Mr. Oliver must have known, if 
he knew anything at all, that 
there waa. graft in cOnnection 
with that sale, and yet he per- 
mitted it to go through, and one 
or two friends of the party made 
some $80,000 on the deal. It was 
not necessary for John Howies 
to stand in line all night. and get 
homesteads with coal rights at- 
tached they could get them 
through the department con- 
trolled by the Hon. Frank Oliver, 
even although the department 
had no information as to their 
business. Mr, Oliver has not 
yet explained to the people of 
Canada why it was.that he turned 
his-hireling press. upon the Rev. 
John Pringle in order to drive 
him from the public platform. 


An Unsatisfactory Scandal. 


(Toronto Mail and Empire.) 

The Colchester election case 
has turned out to be a disappoint- 
ment to the Ottawa politicians. 
Bayne, the person who gave the 
rum and the money to eleven elec- 
tora in the district of Five Islands, 
swears that- he thus conducted 
himself without the knowledge of 
the Conservative candidates, or 
of the Conservative Association. 
In addition, it is affirmed that 
this United States citizen hae in 
the past supported Mr. F. B. 
Pearson, a member of the Nova 
Scotia Government, who sits for 
the constituency in the Legis- 
lature. There hag been a breach 
between Pearson and Bayne, and 
it ig understood that Bayne trans- 
ferred himself from, the Liberal 
to the Conservative side in the 
recent bye-election in order to 
get even with Pearson. 

Pearson seems to have retali- 
ated upon Bayne by employing 
the legal machinery of the Gov- 
ernment to which he belongs: to 
get his old friend into jail as a 
briber. That Pearson is animated 
by the highest motives no one 
will doubt. Yet, it cannot be 
forgotten that he is the politician 
who owns those Eastern province 
newspapers which are allowed a 
‘“trake-off’’ of 25 per cent. upon 
the printing done for the Ottawa 
Government. Nor can the con- 
nection of Pearson with the 
Halifax land deal be entirely 
overlooked. It was the sum of 
$18,588 that Pearson payed for 
the land required for a round- 
‘house at Halifax, and the amount 
which he reeeived from his Ot- 
tawa friends for this property 
was $45,400, which leaves a pro- 
fit of $26,812 on this. one tran- 


_}saction. The situation seems to 


be the outcome of a nasty quarrel 
between two of the more promin- 
ent of the lights of present-day 
Liberalism. The best thing for 
\the Conservatives to do is to see 
that Bayne is punished and then 
to take measuree to compel 
Pearson to disgorge. 

In the meantime, the exposure 
of the corruption has done good. 
It has shown where the two par- 
ties stand on the question of clean 
elections. When Fielding was 
unseated for the corruption prace 
tised on his behalf there was a 
tremendous outpouring of anger 
on the so-called Liberal side. The 
Halifax Chronicle, one of Pear- 
son’s organs, was very much en- 
raged, It declared that the un- 
seating of the Finance Minister 
was “the unfortunate outcome of 
‘*ill-considered election laws, im- 
‘*properly administered to favor 
‘“‘the disappointed malignant and 
‘*to annoy the well meaning and 
**and deservedly successful.’? On 
the other hand, the arrest of 
Bayne in the disguise of a ‘‘Tory 
corruptionist’’ has elicited from 
the party heis supposed to have 
helped a demand that he be 
properly punished.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


Atthe September meeting of 
the Board of Trade on Tuesday 
evening last week, there were 
present, Vice-President Botterill 
in the chair, Secretary Munro, 
Smith, Collison, R. L. Gaetz, 
Ceote, McDonald, Carscallen, 
Hadley, Welliver, ‘ Galbraith, 
Clarke and Heliiwell. 

Dr. MolIntyre, M. P., wrote. in 
reply to the Secretary’s enquiry 
re Red Deer’s claim for a cous- 
toms port, that he had placed the 
matter before Hon. Mr. Paterson, 
but the Minister.was rather averse 
to extending the number of ports. 
He and other Western members 
were pressing the claims of the 
West for customs fanilities, and: 
‘Red Deer’s advantages would not 
be lost.sight of. On.motion.of R. 
L. Gaetz and Collison, the secre- 
tary. was.directed.to write: to Dr. 
McIntyre thanking him cordially 
for his interest in the matter. 

E. L. Richardson, Calgary, 
Secretary: of the Dominion Exhi- 
bition of 1908, wrote that:the Cal- 
gary Exhibition directors: intend 
to have an Industrial Exhibition 
of 1909;.0n which $40,000-or $50, - 
000 would bespent. They want-. 
ed Red Deer to participate in 
district exhibits; and in the 
pageants. 

Mr. Coote suggested that grain 
samples be procured this fall, 
whioh plan wasstrongly endorsed 
by other members: The: senti- 
ment of the meeting was in favor 
of preparing grain samples to be 
ready for any: of next year’s ex- 
hibitions. 

It’ was decided to discuss rep- 
resentation at Calgary Fair at 
the next-meeting, in October. 

Mr. Welliver followed up the 
matter of collecting grain sam- 
ples this fall, and urged strongly 
that a permanent: collection of 
grains and grasses be kept in a 
stated place, which oould be 
shown to visitors. 

The chairman volunteered a 
rig and team for collection of 
these samples, and Messrs. Well- 
iver, Smitn and. the secretary 
were appointed. a committee to 
procure samples, and to report at 
next meeting.on a room suitable 
for a permanent display. 

Mr. C. H. Webster, seoretary 
Board of Trade, Calgary, wrote 
asking Red Deer to contribute an 
exhibit of grains and grasses to 
form part of a car exhibit on the 
Rock Island—Frisco lines, to be 
handled by Commissioner of 
Agriculture and _ Horticulture 
White of these lines. The Secre- 
tary will-write Mr. Webster for 
further information. 

The Board was strongly in 
‘favor of the-petition of the resi- 
dents in and about Jones Valley 
for a bridge over the Red. Deer 
river, on or about the line between 
sections-24-and 13, in 38-26-W4, 
in order to afford access to the 
district and markets to the: south 
and east. Messrs..Galbraith and 
R. L. Gaetz were appointed a 
committee to draft resolutions to 
accompany the petitions to John 
T. Moore, M. P. P.,; and to the 
Public Works Department, Mr. 
John Moore of Jones Valley, who 
cirvulated the petitions, was cor- 
dially thanked’ for his . work. 
There were some fifty names on 
the petitions. 

The Kingston Board of Trade 
solicited the co-operation of the 
Board in pressing upon the: gov- 
ernment the deepening and en- 
larging of: the Welland Canal. 
The matter was referred to 

Messrs. Helliwell and Collison to 


report at the next ‘meeting, along 
with a report on the comparative 
advantages of the proposed 
Georgian Bay canal. 

Mr. Carscallen was appointed 
along with a Council represen- 
tative toconvey the town’s official 
greetings to the Wetaskiwin vis- 
itors on Labor Day. 

Dr. Collison brought up the 
matter of trying to secure a visit 
to Red Deer from the Royal Com- 
mission of Scotch Agrioulturiats 
who were visiting Canada. The 
Caledonian Society have the 
matter in hand. 

Mr. Welliver wanted a good 
share of space at the November 
meeting to discuss Red Deer 
Exhibition Association affairs, 
and what should be done to 
strengthen the Fair. 

The meeting adjourned at 11.50.

London Times, June 20, 1908. 


For the last five or six weeks 
Parliament has been mainly en- 
gaged with the investigation of 
charges of scandal and mal- 
administration. The Government 
has thwarted its accusers with 
some ingenuity and energy, and 
upon the whole few of the Oppos- 
ition charges have been well 
established. It has been made 
clear that bad relations existed 
between the Canadian immi- 
gration officials in Great Britain, 
and it seems certain that at least 
one or two of those who have 
appeared before the committees 
at Ottawa will be dismissed from 
the service. The Government has 
steadily refused to divulge the 
names of the members of the 
North Atlantic Trading Company, 
while the Opposition seems to 
have failed to penetrate the mys- 
tery surrounding its personnel. 
All we know is that,this myster- 
* se 
ious company received five dollars 
per head for every emigrant sent 
to Canada from Continental coun- 
tries, whether sent directly by the 
company or not;that the company 
was formed in the island of 
Guernsey years after it had 
begun operations; that a relative 
of the Dominion Commissioner of 
Immigration is its solicitor; and 
that the Deputy Minister of the 
Canadian Department of the 
Interior resigned office in order to 
become its secretary. We have 
no exact knowledge as to how far 
its operations extended, no exact 
knowledge as to -its methods or 
what service was performed for 
the money it received, and no 
exact knowledge as to why its 
contract was finally cancelled. 
The whole matter is shrouded in 
mystery and raises suspicions 
which may be altogether un- 
warranted. It is, however, hard 
to take seriously the contention 
that the Government is bound in 
honour not to divulge the names 
of the persons who constitute the 
company and as difficult to think 
that the organisation and methods 
of the company were sanctioned 
by Lord Strathcona. 

W. T. R. Preston, the new 
Dominion Immigration agent in 
London, asserted that Lord 
Strathcona was aware of the 
origination of the company. This 
Lord Strathcona denied abso- 
lutely. No one credits Preston’s 
statement. 

There is also an investigation 
under way touching supplies for 
the steamer Arctic, which went 
out a year and a half ago to pat- 
rol Hudson Bay, The total cost 
of the supplies for the expedition 
was nearly $200,000, and in the 
ship’s stores high-priced cigars, 
champagne, and other luxuries 
abounded. All the supplies were 
purchased without tender, and it 
is charged that more were got 
than the ship would hold and that 
the surplus mysteriously dis- 
appeared. 


Restitution Demanded. 


We want our lands restored, 
we want our timber restored, we 
want our coal lands and minerals 
restored. Make this your war cry. 
Do not be blinded by other issues. 
Mr. Ames speake for the Con- 
servative party when he says: 

Put a new set of men in control 
with a mandate to recover for the 
people of Canada the lands and 
resources which through fraud or 
imposition have passed into the 
grafters’ hands. Let restitution 
be your watchword in the next 
campaign and do not stay your 
hands until this has been accom- 
plished. 

That is the issue before the 
people and upon which they will 
be asked for their verdict at the 
next elections. If they are con- 
tent to let the loot remain in the 
hands of the robbers, they can 
continue in office the government 
which permitted the graft in the 
first place, and defends it after- 
wards and still defends it. If 
they want the stolen goods back, 
there will have to be a change in 
the administration, an ousting of 
the sympathizers, and in their 
places, the substitution of men 
who honestly and boldly declare 
that they will go after the crooks. 

It is the campaign for resti- 
tution that is so much feared. The 
men who have profited by the 
alienation of the enormous areas 
do not fear exposure and public 
contempt but they do fear the 
very thought of having their vast 
wealth taken from them and 
handed back to the people to 
whon it rightfully belonged.
